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Charlie Baker has spent his career bringing success and strong management 
to both the private and public sectors in Massachusetts. Raised in Needham, 
Massachusetts as the oldest of three sons, Charlie graduated from Needham 
High School in 1975 as an All League basketball player. He attended Harvard 
College, lettering in varsity basketball and graduating with a degree in English 
in 1979. Over the following five years, Charlie worked as Media Relations 
Director for the New England Council, and then as Corporate Communications 
Director for the Massachusetts High Technology Council. ^ He decided to 
return to school in 1984 and earned an MBA from Kellogg Graduate School 
of Management at Northwestern University in 1986. 

In 1988, Baker helped start the Pioneer Institute for Public Policy Research, an 
independent, nonpartisan state think tank. Baker left Pioneer in January, 1991 to join 
the newly elected Weld / Cellucci Administration as Undersecretary for Health in the 
Executive Office of Health and Human Services. As Undersecretary, Charlie played 
pivotal roles in Medicaid reform, facility consolidation, and the expansion of a number 
of key public health programs. He became Secretary of Health and Human Services 
in the fall of 1992, and led the Administration's efforts to enact welfare reform. 

Baker became Secretary of Administration and Finance in the fall of 1994, and served 
in that position until September of 1998, He re-structured and simplified the state's 


purchasing system, led a major effort to improve the state's capacity to collect 
third party revenue, and oversaw the largest effort ever to modernize the state's 
code of regulation. He received the Distinguished Service Award from the 
National Governor's Association in 1998. 

Baker became CEO of Harvard Vanguard Medical Associates (HVMA) in the 
fall of 1998, and was soon recruited by Harvard Vanguard's parent - Harvard 
Pilgrim Health Care - to serve as its CEO in may, 1999. Baker led a major 
turnaround at HPHC, which included a $220 million year-to-year improvement 
in financial performance from 1999 to 2000, and the amicable separation of 
HPHC and HVMA. Under Baker’s tenure, HPHC went on to become the highest 
ranked health plan in the country for member satisfaction and clinical effectiveness 
for five years running, and was named a Boston Business Journal ' Best Places To 
Work" for seven straight years. 

Over the year, Baker and his wife, Lauren, have been heavily involved in numerous 
civic and charitable endeavors. Charlie served for 3 years as a member of the Board 
of Selectmen in Swampscott, and served on the town's School Building Committee. 
Lauren was the registrar for Swampscott soccer for ten years, is active with the Red 
Cross, and serves as the Chair of the Board of Marian Court College. Charlie and his 
wife live in Swampscott, and have three children Charlie, AJ, and Caroline.

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Barriers that prevent Cambodian-American students to perform successfully in School 
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According to Southeast Asia Resource 
Action Center (SEARAC), there are 
145,149 Cambodian re-located in the 
United State between 1 975-2000. Among 
this number 62,475 had become a Natura- 
lized U.S. Citizens between 1987-2001. 
The report also indicated that there are 
22,886 Cambodians are residents of 
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Massachusetts, majority are Lowell residen 
(SEARAC. Jan. 2003). Katherine Lotspei- 
chetal. reported that the Cambodian whc 
arrived to the city of Lowell (between 1980- 
2000) alone had produced 5,478 American 
bom off-springs (Lotspeich etal. Oct. 2003). 
These American bom off- springs should 
be at the age between at least 1 8-28 years 
now. A numbers of them have produced 
a second generation bom American them- 
selves.

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serious attention to investing in the interest 
of the success in their children school per- 
formance. The time should be now, as the 
new school year recently started in 
September.Cambodian came from a very 
untraditional school setting where parents 
in most rural part of Cambodia with limited 
knowledge in education and academia 
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discipline rely fully on the teachers* ability 
to discipline their children at school. They 
would hand their children off to the teachers 
and said, 11 He/she is now yours. You can 
do whatever with my child; just secure me 
the eyes and bones." This expression used 
as a mean to say, I give you full right to 
academically discipline my child, to ensure 
he/she does well and get good education. 

From personal observation and through 
speaking with numbers of parents and 
guardians who have children in the Ameri- 
can school system, some older parents/ 
guardians appeared to believe in these 
same old saying. These parents/guardians 
have no knowledge of how many schools 
in the city of their resident, the options they 
have in choosing schools for their children, 
how will they decide which schools are best 
for their children base on “Theme-Driven " 
schools, such as Science and Technology 
that include engineering, robotics, and 
computer as an elective disciplines; 
Classical studies that include foreign lan- 
guages as elective discipline that involve 
Language and Linguistics, global studies, 
debate, and journalism; Art which include 
dance, drama, art and music as electives; 
or Alternative schools that focus on voca- 
tional building and hands-on workshop, 
such as carpentry, electrical, plumbing, and 
culinary as an electives. The important of 
paying attention to the "Theme-Driven" 
schools is to match your children's area of 
interest so that they are at compatible levels. 
The compatibility will stimulate thrive in 
your children’s need to succeed in school 
and induce a desire to do well in both aca- 
demia and extra-curriculum. Also you may 
want to consider in engaging them in 


potential interest in your choice of chosen 
THEME as family. The contacted Cambo- 
dian parents only know to enrol! their 
children to the closest school where they 
live, to avoid having to walk the children 
to school or them having to walk too great 
a distant to school With this reason they 
do not pursue in exploring other school 
options outside of their school assigning 
living zone to reach potential matches or 
interests for their children, as they feel 
this is not necessary. They also feel the 
same with after school extra-curriculum 
such as sport activities, social services, and 
clubs. Yet they admitted to lack of 
knowledge on productive activities for 
their children after school when they expect 
them home. They only have TV cable, 
internet services, and video games avail- 
able for them (these are not always good 
sources of stimulation for children). 
Some honestly shared that they are able to 
encourage the children to complete their 
homeworks, but they are incapable of 
providing them help because of the lack 
in the English language and the ability to 
understand what teachers asked of their 
children. They also indicated they are lack 
of knowledge of what to do to help their 
children. Situations indicate above can 
contribute and are factors of Cambodian- 
American students’ poor performance in 
school. They are dealing with uncertainty 
with lack of appropriate support and 
encouragement from home/parents due to 
barrier and gap between understanding 
what the children need, what resources 
school have available, the parents' role 
with school, and the children's right to 
good education. Steps to helping your 
children perform successfully in school: 
L Learn about your children interest.2. 
Learn about the school your children attend, 
what kind of THEME-DRIVEN school it 
is.3. Speak to your children to see how they 
like their current school. 4. Ask them what 
classes they are doing well and doing 
poorly or need help with.5. If you fee] you 
are incapable of helping your children to 
do better, let him/her know you can suggest 
for extra help by speaking with his/her 
teacher (s) for extra support to improve 
with their school works. 6. Speak to teachers 
whose classes your children need extra 
help with. Most likely Homeroom teacher 
is the best person to start with. He/she 
receives reports on all of her Homeroom 
pupils from all teachers in the school. If 
language is a barrier you have the right to 
request for help. All public schools should 
be able to provide assistance in language 
interpretation for parents who need this 
service.?. You may also request for inter- 
pretation services, should the school con- 
tact you concerning your child/children 
school performance either in education or 
behavioral concern, and or for teacher and 
parents* meeting to address any related 
matters regarding your chi 1 d/chi ldren.S. 
Learn what extra-curriculum activities 
your children's school have and encour- 
age them to take part in them. These 
activities are created to help your children

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Gov’t Funds Push to Meet Rice Export Goal 

5 40 million allocated toward meeting Hun Sen s million-ton mark

tHE CAMSOOU DAILY 

The Agriculture Ministry an- 
nounced yesterday that it will 
spend more than $40 millioa on 
rice processing, trade facilitation 
and market research by 2015 in 
order to meet the 1 -million-ton 
export goal set by Rime Minister 
Hun Sen. 

The draft financial plan for the 
new rice policy released yester- 
day during a consultation semi- 
nar called for $44,490,750 in 
spending between now and 2015 
to grow die farming and txooess- 
ing sectors and streamline the 
exportation process. 

Agriculture Ministry officials 
said yesterday that they had yet 
to determine wliether the govern- 
ment itself would run ricemflliiig 
facilities. 

"We are discussing [government 
rice milling] in meetings/' said 
Secretary of State Chan Tong Yws. 

Agriculture Minister Chan Sa- 
run said yesterday that his min- 
istry's current priority was to 
move the rice-farming sector 
away from its subsistence roots. 

Tanners have to change from 
producing rice as a local food to 
producing rice as a commercial 
product," Mr Sarun said. ‘The agri- 
culture community will fuel the 
growth of production in die future." 

According to Mr Sarun, die glo- 
bal demand for rice will rise to 496 
mitton tons in 2020 and 553 miScn 
tons in 2035, a roughly 20 percent 
expansion of the current 439 mil- 
lion ton market Mr Sarun added 


that, if successfully implemented, 
the Agriculture Ministry's plan 
woukl not only help Cambodia hit 
the l-rrrillkxvton mark, but poten- 
tially increase the country’s produc 
don capacity to 4-mflBon tons. 

Last week, die Agriculture Mi- 
nistry named the 10 varieties of 
rice they will ask formers to plant 
as part of the rice policy. 

Mong Reththy, chairman of the 
Mong Reththy group, said yester- 
day that his company and the pri- 
vate sector were supportive of the 
Agriculture Ministry’s push for 
fanners to use more commercial- 
ly viable seeds. 

‘The private sector is coojierat- 
ing widi the ministry to push for 
greater production in order to 
meet demand from customers," 
Mr Reththy said, adding that liis 
company was building a $100,000 
rice milling facility in Preah S»- 
hanouk province, 

"If we rely on other comjMnies 
rice mills, we are afraid there will 
not be room for us," Mr Rethdiy 
said. "I hope to target France as 
my first main market" 

Than Virak. general director of

91- After Chandaka left him to go back to 
Kapilavastu with the dress and Kanthaka, Siddhartha
